1 . Regarding independent claims 29, 31 and 33, applicant proposes including 
discussion of an intention that the cover be stationary during the operation of an 
unclaimed element (a mixer which is not part of the claimed structure). While this 
proposal would require further consideration and/or search; upon preliminary 
consideration it does not appear to place the claims in condition for allowance 
because the cover of the prior art would be capable of being stationary. The 
operation of a mixer not being claimed is not germane to the patentability of 
another apparatus.
